Miss  Nelsova  will  appear  June 
26  in  a cello  recital  with  Brooks 
Smith  at  the  piano  and  Mr.  Jo- 
hannesen will  give  a piano  re- 
cital July  1. 

All  of  these  performances  will 
begin  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Con- 
cert Hall. 

The  artists  met  in  1961  at  the 
Aspen  Festival,  where  they  were 
both  regular  faculty  members, 
and  were  married  two  years 
later.  They  continue  to  pursue 
their  individual  careers  as  two  of 
America’s  leading  soloists. 


“A  Johannesen-Nelsova  recital 
provides  one  of  the  rare  experi- 
ences of  a concert  hall,”  stated 
one  critic.  “The  great  sonata  lit- 
erature for  cello  and  piano — per- 
formed only  rarely  by  artists  of 
equal  virtuosity— has  never  be- 
fore received  so  rich  and  mature 
an  interpretation.” 

The  pair  is  sought  out  by  the 
most  distinguished  chamber  mus- 
ic societies  and  music  festivals  of 
this  country  and  Europe— Stan- 
ford, Aspen,  Ann  Arbor.  Rome 
Zurich,  to  name  a few.  Both  also 
have  appeared  individually  with 
the  world’s  greatest  orchestras.

“Even  though  there  have  been 
some  mistakes  which  deserve 
criticism,  w'e  need  to  help  here  at 
home  by  unifying  our  efforts,” 


he  added. 

Dr.  Slover  observed  that  the 
present  truce  talks  are  not  really 
truce  talks.  From  the  U.S.  stand- 
point, he  said,  the  Paris  talks  will 
lead  either  to  a settlement  or  to 
negotiations  which  will  lead  to 
a settlement. 

“It  seems  improbable  that  the 
talks  will  lead  to  settlement— or 
to  a cease  fire— at  least  in  the 
near  future,”  the  Asian  specialist 
declared.

cease  fighting— but  rather  intens- 
ify it  in  order  to  strengthen  their 
position.  Thus  the  shelling  of  Sai- 
gon.” 

American  military  leaders  then 
see  ahead  a long  period  of  fierce 
—often  costly— fighting  while 
talks  drag  on  and  both  sides  try 
to  use  the  battlefield  to  influence 
a political  settlement,  he  ob- 
served. 

“The  question  for  us  is  how 
much  will  we  use  the  battlefield. 
Will  we  be  willing  to  reopen 
bombing  of  the  north  and  perhaps 
jeopardize  the  talks;  is  there  a 
military  strategy  we  can  employ 
to  really  hurt  the  enemy?”  he 
posed.
